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Piggott. Ark. - March 11 - 67. As this reporter continues an in¬ 
vestigation into numerous reports recently of UFO'S in this area, 
more and more substantial citizens are stepping forth to tell of 
sightings they have made in recent weeks... Don Coggin, Arkansas 
State Trooper, said he saw a "flying saucer" 3 miles east of Pigg- 
ott - "100 to 200 ft. off the ground and a mile away." He said it 
glowed red, hovered for 3 minutes, moved, the light disappeared, 
then it re-appe^red in a different direction, and never no.de a 
sound... R.B. Cullen, Piggott policeman, is one who says he's 
seen a typical domed-shaped saucer or sometimes two or three at a 
time, several tines. Sam Blackshare, said he, his wife and three 
children, all saw an unusual saucer near Rector about 10:30 one 
evening in Dec. while driving. "It looked as though the sky was 
lighted by 10,000 Christmas lights, all clustered together," he 
said. "It looked about 3 miles away. We drovetowards it. It ap¬ 
peared to be 100 ft. across, dome-shaped, 200 ftl off the ground." 

"It went away slowly to the east.".. Deputy Sherriff Lidell Jones 
of Rector said he chased one in a car for 5 minutes, at close ran¬ 
ge.... I ( the Staff writer ) was standing outdoors with other news¬ 
men in the Piggott area near the barn on the Ernest Eellers farm, 
a place from which UFO'S have often been reported, when Y/e saw 
we could not explain.

David Morris spotted"an "orangish-red glow" over to the side of 
hir.i and over an hill - this was after an electrical storm had left 
the area.)... Morris, driving along Hunroe Palls Rd. between 2:20 
and 2:30 AM topped the hillcrest, he saw a glowing "wedge or cone 
shaped" object 25 to 30 yards-off to the left, south of theroad, 
in a wheat field. It appeared to be about 25 ft. tall and about 
12 ft. wide at the base, he said. On the top, where the cone or 
triangular shape cane to a point, was what appeared to be a ball- 
shaped object* Morris stared unbelieving at the.object, he told 
the Record-Courier today, but was nore curious than frightened.’

A South Hill Man said today ho saw a 
UFO take off from a road here Friday night as he was en route hone 
fron work. C. N. Crowder, Manager of the Mobil Chemical Cc . ware¬ 
house here, said he sighted the object about 9 PM, saw it for "on¬ 
ly about 4 to 5 seconds," but got " a perfect lock" at it. 

"It was just a funny feeling," Crowder said today in recount¬ 
ing the incident on East Ferrell St., 600 to 700 yards fron the 
warehouse.

We never know what 
the different types of atmospheric, magnetic or thought conditions 
are prevalent in the conditions we operate in, will do to our 
shipsi Usually everything goes according to plan, but not always. 

We have run into unfavorable magnetic conditions and HAVE EVEN 
BEEN FINED UPON BY HOSTILE PEOPLE. 

The UNMANNED ROBOTS are MONITORING DEVICES and also DEFENSIVE 
WEAPONS. In each disc are CAMERAS and highly accurate receivers 
of speech, thought transfer, electromagnetic radiation (radio & 
television) and magnetic sensors to explore the nature of the sur¬ 
rounding magnetic field. All these received impressions are sent 
back to the Master Station or Master ship and recorded .there. 
Sometimes the unmanned robots may be on detached duty free from 
the "Mother ship", in which case all information would be stored 
in cylinders placed on board the robot for this recording ourpose. 

The 60 ft, craft are MANNED with a crew consisting of a pilot 
c#-pilot, and 6 monitors who operate the 9 unmanned robotd. At 
other times just the pilot and co-pilot handle all functions... 

If Necessary , ONE person can handle the entire ship and the unmanned 
robots. The 60 ft, craft can carry 25 passengers in addition to 
the crew. However, in emergencies, more can be carried by lining 
the walls of all corridors, occupying the kitchen and storage areas 
access routes to the computers, loading the central hallway and 
jamming all possible into the pilot's compartment. But this pra¬ 
ctice is discourage for we are just NOT that short of vehicles. 

We also have a 90 ft, , 100 passenger circular vehicle which is 
a larger version of the turreted umbrella-type of ship. This ship 
carries no robots and is strictly a passenger or freight carrier.. 
The usual crew is 3 or 6 people, depending on the distance to cover. 

The intermediate ships are much larger and arc literalyy 
"Flying Cities". There are 2 sizes of these in the Solar System of 
Sirius. Our smaller ones are 3 MILES LONG and the larger ones - 
5 MILES LONG, Both are dirigible in shape and each has its own 
distinguishing style. The 3 mile ship is pwored by 4 sets of col¬ 
lector rings and propulsion sphere units, with another set of aux- 
illiary rings in various places on the ship. This space ship has 
storage for 180 60 ft. "saucers". They are stored in 2 vertical 
cylindrical areas of 90 vehicles each. These stored "saucers" face 
an open flight deck or area in a circular manner, which is literally 
the hatchway to the outside into space. A maximum crew is 5.000 
with a passenger capacity of 20 to 40 thousand people. Also on 
board on the sensing devices and the magnetic DEFENSE BEAMS always 
carried on this craft in addition to the ones in the stored flying 
craft. The 5 mile ship is also called an intermediate ship and is 
larger a version of the 3-mile craft. The crew may number up to 
20,000 including the full crews of the 360 craft of the 60 ft. 
variety. Those saucers are stacked in silos of 100 each..,

Then we have the giant 10 mile long ARKS. These are alsc 
dirigible shaped vehicles and carry a crew of 50,000. They will 
accomodate 1200 60 ft. craft and aprox; 20 million people...... 

Everything in these AUKS is controlled from the nose post 
Command, yet each station will react in the proper manner when 
necessayy. Those ARKS are powerful ships and can manuever as nim¬ 
bly as the smaller craft. 

THE DEFENSE MAGNETIC BEAM is used by ALL our vehicles and is 
a variation of the LEVITATING BEAM used to load the ships. The 
most pewerful, of course, is on the 10 mile ARK. This can be sent 
like a light in a narrow stream or broadcast as a wide circle on a 
target. Or it can be focused to a pin-point or twisted into a 
crooked, parallel beam that will avoid obstructions and still will 
reach its target. This beam can be used to HEAT, CHILL, DISINTE¬ 
GRATE, FREEZE, FISSIONIZE, ALTER FREQUENCY LEVELS, KILL, BURN, 
ALTER THOUGHT.

While most Ufologists concern themselves with the more recent 
sightings* I feel the possible PAST history of the UFO'S to be 
nost important. As ny 'specialty' is in the foreign aspect of 
Ufology, I would like to relate a most interesting discovery! 

Many of you nay feel the following to be the impossible, but, 
truthfully, what about the UFO'S is really known and understood? 

I would be nost interested in hearing your feelings on the natter.. 

For a quarter of a century archaeologists exploring caves in 
the Bayan-ICaraula Mountains* on the border of China and Tibet, have 
been finding odd-looking stone discs with unreadable patterns and 
heiroglyphs. A total of 716 such discs have been discovered, ap¬ 
parently dating back several thousand years. "Like a granaphone 
record, each disc has a hole in its centre fron which a double 
groove spirals its way to the circumference," "The grooves are 
not sound-rtracks, but the oldest writing in China and indeed the 
rest of the world." Archaelogists and decipherers of ancient writ¬ 
ing racked their brains for two decades trying to solve the secret 
of the spirals. 

The result of the research by the Chinese was so shattering 
that the Peking Academy of Pre-History banned publication of the 
work. Eventually, permission was obtained and the professor and 
four colleagues published their collective effort under the in¬ 
triguing title Groove Writing Relating to Spaceships which, as Re¬ 
corded on the Disc, Existed 12,000 Years Ago! The caves high up 
in the Bayan- Kara-Ula Mountains are inhabited by the Hex: and the 
Dropa tribes - frail, stunted men averaging four feet two inches 
in height. So far they have defied ethnic classification.... - 

In fact, any detailed information about the tribes is extreme¬ 
ly scarce. When deciphered, one of the heiroglyphics presumably 
set down by an ancient member of the Ham tribe read: "THE DROPAS 
CAME DOWN FROM THE CLOUDS III THEIR GLIDERS. OUR MEN, WOMEN AND 
CHILDREN HID IN THE CAVES TEN TIRES BEFORE SUNRISE. V/KEN AT LAST 
THEY UNDERSTOOD THE SIGN LANGUAGE OF THE DROPAS, THEY REALISED 
THAT THE ITEY/C0J1ERS HAD PEACEFUL INTENTIONS." Another Ham heiro - 
glyph expresses regret over the loss of the tribe's own spaceship 
during a dangerous landing in high mountains, and the failure to 
build new ones. 

In the opinion of Chinese archaeologists, the heiroglyphs are 
so mysterious that their interpretation and use for scientific re¬ 
search require the utmost care. To obtain further information, 
the discs were scraped free of adhering rock particles and sent to 
Moscow for study. Scients there made tww important discoveries. 

The discs were found to contain a large ancunt of COBALT and other 
metals - a shaking discovery! Further investigaten revealed that 
the discs vibrate in an unusual rjijthm, as if they carried an 
electric charge or were part of an electric circuit.

The 12,000 year oId discs remain a challenge to science.

S lanet. Zigel said the speed of UFOS supports this theory. So, 
oes what he called "the fact" that no UFOS were ever reliably 
reported to have landed.... Zigel was writing in the current issue 
of the illustrated Soviet Youth magazine - CMENA. The article 
took the lid off a subject rarely discussed in the press here.. 

In the 1950's the Soviet press coffed at American reports as just 
so much Cold War propaganda. By those Soviet accounts, the Amer¬ 
icans tried to explain away the "saucers" as seme sort of new, 
secret, Soviet weapon. Reports of flying saucers sighted in the 
Soviet Union, in the Caucasus and in Central Asia, also were ra- 
diculed here. Then for several years the Soviet press remained 
silent on the question. The CMENA article showed that the UFO 
issue is being re-opened, this time as an object of serious, 
Scientific study...CREDIT: MR.

DOES LIFE EXIST 
ON MARS ???

There has been much tqlk for both sides — intellegent ones 
have just about gone to blows over it. In this paper, and others 
in the future, I will present facts and some reasoning. 

Concerning the lines on Mars which some people refer to as 
canals — these lines do exist - they are at the limit of visual 
sight and can only be seen with the best of eyes, working under 
the best of conditions, and at the right time of the Martian Year. 
Part of this ?ine system shows up in photographs. Probably one 
of the best sightings of the line system was made recently via TV. 
The image was fed into a TV camera from a large telescope and then 
wired to a TV set — Mars was on the screen in all of its glory! 

All of a sudden Mars was crisscrossed by dozens of lines, these 
lines running straight, some OVER 3»000 miles long! Did yo\i ever 
hear of a NATURAL phenomena making a line 3,000 miles long? AND 
straight? These lines begin at the Northern Ice Cap and run al¬ 
most to the equator. Now - these lines MUST be 15 to 25 miles 
Y/IDE, in order to be seen. A critic may say - Why would they need 
that many canals, that wide, to carry water? That is, IP they ARE 
canals and DO carry water? 

When you look at these dark lines - it is believed that you 
are looking at vegetation on the sides of the canals — vegetation 
does not reflect much light - thus it would look dark compared to 
a desert area — irrigation is evidently carried many miles to 
each side of the canal. WHO made this great system of lines? 
SOMEONE had to do it!
